? /u m ^ the ancient, mediaeval and modern glory of 
immortal Eoine. Assuredly no more appro¬ 
priate building could have been chosen for this solemn act. In the 
adjoining hall to that whei-e the ceremony took place, which apartment 
served as ante-i’oom for semi-officini and social intercoui’se, both before 
and after the speeches, one was able to admii's that priceless treasur’e, 
the classical bronze statue of the she-wolf feeding the infants Eomulua 
and Remus, the foirnders of the eternal city. In the absence of the 
King of Italy,—who ig himself one of the greatest archeologists of modern 
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tiiues, since bis biowleclge Unci scientific nnmismatic studies are widely 
i-ecognized,—his Minister of Instruction most worthily pi-esided. Tho 
Mayor of Borne and other high dignitaries of the political, scientific and 
social world, all helped by their speeches and attendance to make the 
imposing ceremony a complete success. No few ladies, also, among 
them several whose names are by-words in ecientifio and social gathei’- 
ings, added a pleasant note to the assemblage of so many sedate and 
white haired savants. Ai-cheologists and Professors from all climes gave 
this meeting a truly international character. 

Without loss of time and with a promptitude raiely attributed to 
the members of the latiii race, the labours of the Congress oommonced at 
2 in tlie afternoon of the same day. Admirably organized, thanks to 
the energy of the Committee and in particular to its Secretary, Prof 
Lncio Mariani, the Congress proceeded with the deliberations of the 
various sections, iutei-spersed with social and other functions, until ira 
clasum on the 16tb of the same mouth.

Under the presidency of the erudite Prof. Salinas,—the doyen of 
Italian numismatists,—and with Prof. Ettori Gabvicci moat ably serving 
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as Secretary, the first meeting of the Numismatic Section commenced its 
deliberations at 2 p.m. on the opening day of the Congress. The follow¬ 
ing was the progi-aminc assigned to it and the papers which were read 
before the assembled delegates.

On the 14tb of October vaiious papers pertaining to Numismatics, 
which could not be included in the above sittings, were also read. 

It is uii-necessory for me to point out tbo many authorities to-be 
found in the above list of contoibutors. Their names ai’e too well known 
in numismatic circles and a more representative group could hardly have 
been chosen. I do not intend here to go into the details of, or report on the 
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labours printed by this section to the Congress. The official pub]icn.tion 
pf its transactions appearing in due course, will have to bo referred to for 
fiirtber information regarding the contents of and decisions arrived at on 
the various papers in question. It is needless for me to reinwlc that 
where such sflfCfzts as Professors Gardner, Salinas and Eicci, aa well as 
Mr. Sambou, are concerned, the interest in numismatic science oan not 
be expected to flag. 

The social programme was no less attoctive. Borne, celebrated for 
its monuments, is also famed for its hospitality. It would be invidious 
to enter into particulars regarding this part of the Congress. Invitations 
were showered on the delegates by the officials and ainstocratic set of 
the capital of United Italy. Eeceptions, balls, and other at homes, tempt¬ 
ed professors and scientists to while away the houre not occupied by 
more serious labours. 

Excursions to the innumerable cites of ancient Home and its sur¬ 
roundings were also organized by the indefatigable committee. The trip 
to Asti will no doubt he remembered for a long time by all those who 
were fortunate enough to participate in it. I was myself too busy with 
the never ending enchantments of archeological Eoine to give much 
thought to the lighter side of the attractions prepared for us. I specially 
recolieot a visit by moonlight to the Coliseum. The calmness of the 
Italian night, unbroken by any sounds of modern invention, the radiance 
of the beams of a meridional moon, transplanted me to the gladiatorial 
days of Vespaciau and Titus. My dreams pictured before my mind's eye 
the glorious opening pei-formance of one of the most famous edifices 
which has ever been built. I can still see the vast arena where man 
fought against man and human intalligeuce and slrill were pitted against 
the brute force of wild beasts. This amphitheatre, even in its mins, 
still stands majestic, imposing, defying the destructiveness of cruel man¬ 
kind and the ravages of inexorable time, since neither the ages nor van¬ 
dalism have been able to rob it of its pristine glory and magnificence. 

That the Congress has been the most successful one that has so far 
been held, will not be disputed. The laboura presented before it have been 
of the greatest importance. Archeology, in all its various branches, has 
l)een enriched still furthei-after this effort. The attendance, was, I believe, 
also a record one, both in quality and quantity. Delegates congregated at 
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magnetic Eomo from all quartere of both the new and old world, since 
America provided its fair quotn. of representatives to the Congress. The 
writer was probably the delegate that bad travelled the fartliost in order 
to bo present at its sittings. Scientific societies, uiuveisilics, museums 
and similar institutions, were also represented. Even the Ifokobama 
Numisinatic Society, from far away Japan, bad entrusted me with the 
honour of its representtvtion. No other Society or institution from the 
Far East appeared to be officially represented and no delegate, to my 
knowledge, undertook from these regions the journey specially for this 
purpose. Tliis succinct account can be regarded os the report of the 
mission enti'uated to me. As the matter contained may be considered of 
sufficient interest to the readere of the Journal in general, this is the 
reason why it is published here in full.

New Chinese Commemorative Stamps.

The much bemicied. long expected and no less eagerly awaited por- 
wait starapsof Chiua have at last made their appearance. As will be 
seen below by the extract from clippings culled from the Shanghai local 

papers, they wei-e first issued for sale to the public about the 15tb Decem¬ 
ber, 1912. 

Since the overthrow of the hfanchu Dynasty wo have been fed up 
with surcharged issues, to the delight of the native variety collectors but 
which have greatly perplexed Europeans uuaeqimiuted with China or 
Chinese characters. Hand printed, locally printed, errois. difference in 
colours, officially issued and privately printed issues, old and new styles of 
overprints, have been no sooner issued and discovered than they were 
withdrawn and again lost, all with astonishing and astounding rapidity. ’ 
mich were the authorized-since they can scarcely be styled oi/icial 
m a couuh-y where there were as yet no officials-varieties of “Chinese 
Eepubhe stamps it will take more than a patient and persevering china- 
man to imi-avel. But about these overprints, fortunately, we have not 
to bother at present. 

The new commemorative issue now chronicled is not the first " Sou 
venir senes of stamps made for China. The Temple of Heaven set 
of three denoramations which appealed in 1909, claims this honour Thev 
were certainly more artistic than the present issue and equally so better 
executed; hut then they did not commemorate such an auspiri^ 
as he birth of a new coimtiy. The pi-esent series is more numerous 
containing twelve m each set and consequently twenty-four In all Thev 
were alw made at Peldng, a distinction which will specially appeal to the 
nahoiial feehrig of the now patriotic and rejuvenated Chinese. 
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As stated above, there are two separate and distinct series, the set 
with the head or bust of Dr. Sun Yat Sen, appropiately commemorate 
the Eevolukion, while the others, bearing the effigy of bis erstwhile rival, 
Yuan Shi Kai, the strong man of China, are in commemoration of the 
Eepublic. The general design, values and coloui’a of both series ate alike, 
the dedication and the busts or heads constituting their only difference. 

In Plate II we reproduce the first six of one set and the last six of 
the second set. which we hope will be sufficient to give a good idea of this 
new issue, Por further particulars, we must refer- our readers to the Of¬ 
ficial Edict or notification regarding the issue of these stamps and to the 
press cuttings which are inserted vei-batiin, as they give such a graphic ac¬ 
count of their appearance and other circumstances in connection with 
their first sale to the public.

Yestenlay llio sale of tlie jommeinoration stamps started, bnt tlianlcfl to the o.xcol- 
Ie«l atraiigaments which were made, there was an absence of llie Kcnnnble which was 
wUnesseJ in Slianghal on the last occasion when a spednl isaiio was printed. A fair 
proportion of the i.ssiie was sent to Shanghai for its consumption, and anticipating tlic 
demand, the postal authorities arranged for several desks in the Post Office to be sot 
aside for their sale, these being both in the general office and also upstairs. At severalof 
Llie district post offices the stamps were also on sale, so that the public were well 
served. It has not been possible to obtain even an approximate idea of tlio iiunihers 
disposed of yeslcrdny, bnt from the fact that the clerics were kept busy practically the 
wljolc day through, the qiiaotity purchased most bava been considcmblc. 

The present issue comprises twenty-four diflerent varieties of stamp, the denomina¬ 
tions being one cent, two cents, three cents, five cents, eight cents, ten cents, sixteen 
cents, twenty cents, fifty cents, gl, f2 and ?5. They are issued in two Beparalo forms, one 
series being conimcmorativo of the Eevolulion and the olbor of the tstablislimeiU of the 
Ilcpiikll^ and each liaviug the same dcnominatioiis, the total of twenty-four varieties Is 
luarle up. From the aesthetic point of view they hardly comparo with tlio commemora¬ 
tion 6tam|«i issued iliree years ago, which it may be recalled bore tlie design of the 
1 eraple of nenven, but the present issne is extremely intorcstiug from the fact that on 
those marking the Bevolntlon the portrait of Dr. Siin Yat-sen is shown, and on those 
commemorating the Republic is the hesd of Yuan Sliih-kai. At the four corners of tlia 
stamp (lie value is staled in Chinese and English, and in the centre is Ilia head either of 
Dr. Bun or the Provisioual President, bordered with the words, in Chinese and English, 
"The Republic of China.’' The supporters of this design apiicar to bo two heads of 
corn. In the exergue are the words, in one case, " In commemoration of the Ropnldic,'* 
and in the other, ‘‘In comraemoration of the Revolnlion.” 

The scheme of colours is roughly as follows :-One cent, orange; two cents, sea 
green; three cents, between bluish green and slate blue; five cents, light maiivo; eight 
cents, chocolate; ten cents, blue; alxteen'cents, olive green; twenty ce»U,carmiiio; llfiy 

cents, light green; 51. in oue of the eariulue shades; §2 brown ; and 55 of a greenish 
line. 

It IS loo soou to soy wliat tlio valim of these stamps will lie eventually, for it will 
ha remember^ that many people fonnd to lUeir cost that the last special i’ssne Was moro 
than disappointiug in the prices to be obtained for them within six montlis or a year of 
tliclr appearance. In the present case, Iiowevcr, the issue U a much smaller one. For 
instance three years ago no fewer than 2,000,000 two cent slampM were printed, but now 
tlie numlier of this particular denomination is confined to 300,000, and tho numbef 
diminishes as the denoiulnalion becomes iiighcr. These stamps have been printed by 
tlie Biirean of Engraving and Printing, Peking,

Philatelists were very busy at tlie Oluncso Post Oliico yesterday when the cotnmem- 
oration 6tanii», bearing the image of the first provisional president of tho Republio of 


New Chinese Coniiiicniorative Stamps. 
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Chinn, Dr. Sun Yat-neni were on sale for tlie first time. It is impossible to ostiiuate the 
iliousauda of dollars which passed over the counters in exchange for stamps which in a 
Tew joars will bo of exceeding great value, and inquiries failed to elicit .m npproxiiuata 
amount. 

The doors of the Post Olllce were besieged before the time for opening yesterday 
morning—eight o’clock—and llirongliont the day there was a cotilinnal stream of buyers 
of the now stamps which are of very artistic design. Downstairs Ute stamp counter was 
crowded by Chinese and a few foveiguevs who were not anxions to secure the set of 
Blatnja—from 55 downwards—and liic upstairs room, where the sets were being sold, 
was crowded. Inquiries by a China Press reporter yesterday resulted in the information 
Iwing given that at least $5,000 had been paid for sets of slamiu up to fire o'clock in the 
afternoon and that $700 hod been exdianged for single stimips in the ground floor. 
These ligtiree were probably a wide approximation but are most likely well within the 
mark. After live o’clock the greater business was done for the offices hud closed. The 
rush was much greater than was expected in view of the fact that tlicsr stumps will 
he on sale until July 31 next year, and it was then found impoasible to e.stimatc the 
extent of the biisincss. In fact it was imposf^ible for one to get near (lie counter daring 
the greater jioTtion of the day without waiting for a long time and even then It was 
with difficnlty that the customer got his wants satisGcd. The immeroaa attendants 
boliiud the coiinlet had all their work cut out to deal with llio rush which was 
troly great. 

New Coin Is-sdes for China. 

If the Chinese were a comparttfively long time in giving birth to 
their new postage stauips,—since the tempomry "Chinese Republic” 
overprints can scarcely be cousiclered a ncio issue,—they lost no time in 
minting their new coinage, commemorative and otherwise. 

In tire September 1912 number of the “ Numismatist ” (the ollicial 
magazine of the American Numismatic Association) Mr. H. A. Rarasden 
recorded at that time a recent arrival of a Chinese commemorative copper 
coin and there mentioned that additional coins would undoubtedly con¬ 
tinue to ai^peav without following any organized system or financial pro¬ 
gramme and which would be but a reflection of the unsettled condition 
of the Flowei'y Land. Those words were indeed prophetic, for since that 
data sevei-al new issues have made their appearance in China. First and 
foremost, we must mention that beautiful series bearing tlie bust of the 
patriot (he is no longer a revolutionary) Sun Yat Sen. This series will be 
found illustrated in Plate I, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4. The obverse of the larger 
piece bears in the centre the bust of the well Imown Dr. surrounded by 
an inscription in Chinese characters encircling the piece, above " Chung 
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Hua Miu Kuo ” (®" National Middle Flowery Couutiry " 
but interpreted as conveying the idea, if not the meaning, of “Eepnblic 
China.” The live native characters ( 03 US $il ^ ^ ) below signify. 
“ lu commemoration of the Opening of the Country.” The reverse re¬ 
quires no explanation to those acquainted with english, since THB 
REPUBLIC OF CHINA above and ONE DOLLAR, below, are 
plainly legible. The two Chinese charactei-s (^ U) in the centre 
stand for the value ” One Dollar.” I may also rojuark that two other 
pieces, similar in every respect to the above, but with the busts of Tuan 
Shi ICai and General Lee, have also been issued and said to be, one from 
the Nanking and the other from the Wu-cbaug mints. In the latter case 
the president is figured barebead, while in the iJroductiou from the 
southern capital his former military antagonist is seen in uniform. 

The second piece of this seiies is also reproduced in Plate I, Nos. 
3 and 4, showing both sides of the coin, The obverse has the profile of 
Sun Tat Sen to left, with the english inscription round the outer cimutu- 
ference MEMENTO above, BIRTH OF REPUBLIC OF CHINA, 
below. The Reverse has the two flags of the Republic of China, the one 
used during the revolutionary period and the present one. The inscrip¬ 
tion in Chinese is the same os in the obverse of the dollar value, above 
d^cribed. 

The foregoing are the only two \'alaes that have come so far to our 
notice, but thei-e may also have befen issued 50 aud 10 cent pieces to 
complete the Sim Yat Sen series of Commemorative Coins. They have not 
been met with in chculation up to the present and consequently command a 
certain premium over their face value. Both of thorn are beautiful ex¬ 
amples of the (Chinese) raintera art and were probably executed at one 
of the Yantze mints, or iierbaps at Shanghai. They certainly did not 
emanate from Peking. 

The remaining three coins figuied in Plate I are all provincial 
issues. Nos. 5'and fl show both sides of a twenty cent piece issued by 
the southern province of Kwaug Tung. Its resemblance and likeness in 
general appearance to the coins of the neighbouring British possessions 
of Hongkong and Straits-Settlements, are not far to seek. Even the 
value,—expressed in cents,—indicates its proximity to these colonies. 
This piece was probably struck at the provincial mint at Canton, the 
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birthplace of Dr. Sun Yat Sen. The four Chinese clmi-acteis in the 
centre (ijR ^ ^ mean " Silver coil: (worth) two tenths of a mil (or 
tael ?) ” The six chaiactora above (^i^ 1]^ R @1 ^ tSi-) sland for “ First 
year of the Republic ” while those f.nir below ««iggned for 

Kwautmig Province.” The Reverse Iwars a lai-ge 20 in Ibc centre, with 
KWANG TUNG PROVINCE above, and TV\^ENTY CENTS Irelow, 
separated by two smaU stars. ' 

Ibe next piece, nuinlrei'ed 7 and S, has on the one side six Cbiness 
chaniclcra above (i.l m /|^ m lueaning, »lasued by the Government 

General of Fookien,” tlje eight below (511 ^ ^ ^ K signify 

" Troflsnry weight I mace 44 candnreeus.” while the two clmractera 
i?) separating these iuscriptions, stand for the year of the boar 
(1011). The four characters (rfi -3(^- x iii the centre mean “ Original 
CiuTeiicy of the Republic” (Middle Flowery Nation), and are grouped 
round a diminutive cbavactci- d^) which is the abbreviated form for 
Fooloeu province. On the reverse side of this pieoo we find a nine 
pointed design (perhaps emblematic of the nine life stars), with a similar 
central diminutive character as on the obverse, but this time incused 
FOO .KIEN above and I MACE 44 CANDAREENS below, complete 
Ibo logeiul of this coin. It will be noticed that this piece, and the follow¬ 
ing ono, still Irear the old units of currency in maces and candareens, 
wliile the others described above have the values in Dollars and cents 
(silver). 

The last piece is also from Fookien provinco and is no doubt a 
commemorative coin. The ohverae, as figured in No. 9. has .six Cliinese 
charactci-8 (tfM (SI i^) above meaning “Issued by the Silver 
Mmt at Fookien,” while the iusoription below is similar to that in the 
preceedmg com. The reverse of this piece. No. 10, has an allegorical design 
of three lings, the cenhul one being the emblem of the Republic of to-day 

revolutionary standards.

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A VERY RARE BLOCK OF USED JAPANESE 
POSTAGE STAMPS OF 1871. 

(Free ti-anslation from the Japanese original by Juu Kobayagawa). 

In Plate III is illustiatecl a very rare aiul probably unique block of 
l.'j stamps of the first issue of Japan, affixed to tbe original cover, 
postally cancelled as fur back as the fourth year of Meiji, comprising 
the 200 mon denomination, together with some of the *18 mon value and 
which was certainly an uncommon occurrence in those days. The 
cover is of a special bind of paper called “Mino’’ folded 

lengthwise three times and doubled at the top and bottom so as to safely 
contain a letter or other document. On the left of tbe front part of this 
covei', the words Gove-rninent Proclamation () are inscribed ;and 
to which is affixed a seal of the Tax Office. On tbe lower side am to ba 
seen the words Kojima Mura, Tamagori, Biisliu. 

From the above particulars we gather that a Circular Note was 
despatched by the Head Tax Office to be sent round lo all the sub- 
offices in the district, beginning with Kojima village in Tamagori district. 
Modevu pi’actiees have accustomed us to the use of envelopes, hut in 
those days a folded paper served as cover. We are told that in the early 
postal days of Europe, the letter was written on a sheet of paper’, which 
was then folded up and sealed, the address being inscribed on its outer 
face. On comparing the methods adopted in Europe and in Japan, it 
will be seen that there is a stribing similarity in both processes. 

The post mark with which these stamps are cancelled r-eads " passed 
at Yokohama.” It is uncertain whether the.stamps were affixed befoi-e 
the departure of the document or on its return. The postage paid in 
this case amounted )o 3144 mon, which was made up by 15 stamps of 
^ 200 mou each and 3 stamps of 48; mon each. It would be exti'eraely 
% difficult to fiird another instance where stamps to such a considei-able 
amount were requlral for the payment of postage on a single letter and 
only under the above circumstances would the postage ever reach such a 
high total. The carriage of mail matter in those days was governed 
by the first Japanese Postal Law, issued in the 4th year of Moiji and 
by basing our calculation on its stipulations, we can ascertain the number 
of places wbei-e this proclamation was delivered on its round.

The Postage issues of the Stamps of our country are more or less 
correctly enumerated and described in most of the Japanese and Foreign 
catalogues, but tho stamps issued for Eeveuue purposes appear to have 
been so far neglected both by .Tapanese and Europeans. They ore, 
nevertheless, as interesting, if not more so, than the Postage sai’iea of 
stamps. They are certainly more nttmetivo and varied and most of the 
designs seen oh the Fiscals of our country are quite artistic. I believe 
that there are cno or two foreigner who havo studied the Revenue 
issues of onr countrf in a scientific manner. Fulcher and Peplow in 
IGngland and Howes in America, are already known to me as having 
given careful attention and study to this most interesting and important 
branch of onr so little known philately. 

Forhiii's catalogue of tho Revenue stamps of the world also includes 
soiuG Japanese issues. But tho section devoted to the Fiscal stamps of 
onr counti-y is not only incomplete, but there are also many inaccuracies. 

Tho Catalogue of tho Japanese Jtevenues which was compiled by me in 
1009, is so fill’, perluiiw, the work that comprises most rcliahlo data outside 
of official 6oin’c<3s, hut oven then it is only n catalogue and tho information 
therein coulainod had perforce to be curtailed and abridged. It is my 
purpose to deni mure fully, in a series of firticlcs to be published in the - 
present Jb?«-7iaZ, on the Revenue stamps of this country, and extend, 
add to, comment, and, where necessary, correct also, tho bai-e informa¬ 
tion which I advanced in my above cited catalogue. 

My desires will have been achieved if eome of my countrymen, 
after reading these articles, will be induced to collect, study and further 
report on this most important, artistic and entertaining branch of our 
national Philately, which to ns is up to the present a closed book. 
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EDITORIAL AND COMMUNICA'ITONS.

A PEW WOBDS ADOUT ODESELVES. 

The creation of the Journal is mainly due to two causes: the desiie 
of the Yokohama Numismatic Society for an official organ worthy of 
its increasing activities, and the necessity for a serious publication to 
advance the growing interests of Philately, which is now taking such a 
firm-hold in this country. A few words more may also be required to 
account for the appearance of the Journal in its new form:—an uuder- 
taldng fraught with serious dangers and exposed to many vicissitudes, 
since we arYi about to launch this frail bark to be tossed and buffeted .on 
the stormy seas of journalistic enterprise. 
j: It must first he explained that the now obsolete and antiquated 

^ method in use siirce many years back by the several uumisiuatic societies 
in Japan and still followed at the pi-csent day for recoi'ding their 
proceedings, can never be adapted to suit modern requirements. Rub¬ 
bings of the coins submitted to the meetings are periodically bcixled 
logclher. Certain data, such as size, weight, condition and,—here lies 
lire danger,—invidious “officiiil" criticism and comments on the speci¬ 
mens themselves, constitute the extent of tbeir transactions. In no case 


is this information,—which is in most instances questionable,—given over 
any Bignatum and consequently no responsibility c.rn he attached to any 
par-ticuiar pei-son. The owner has nothing to say in the matter and the 
result is that only bad feeling is created. Discontent is bred and disillusion 
and listlessncss are the predominant features of these moribund iustitu- 
ions. Inedited specimens, rarities or even scarce and curious pieces, 
are but seldom submitted for fear of adverse anonymous criticism, unless 
the interested party is within the “ inner ring,” when even spurious 
coins are made to appear aa newly discovered treasuies. This will 
texplaiu why at the present time fruitful work is almost entirely missing 
in the organs of the various numismatic societies of Japan. A glance at 
the pages of such journals will at once convince the stirdent that the 
result of their research iu the serious field of numismatics, is of no 
importance to the science. 

Numismatics may embrace among its principal stndies that of the 
products of by-gone ages, but this is 'no reason why its methods should 
be antiquated and u-seless. Its records, to be of semce, must be 
authentic and its decisions of some weight if they ai'o to be respected, 

With the exception of the dangerous practice of criticism and 
comments,—which thankless task was left to the iutevosted parties 
themselves, should they wish to assume it,—the Yokohama Numismatic 
Society had up till now followed this same process of coin rubbings and 
recording its deliberations. AUbongh thus avoiding all cause of friction, 
which has so weakened and depleted our sister societies in this country, 
it was felt that the results weie far from satiafoctory, since its work was 
cramped, its energies impeded and no scope was left for its activities iu 
the path of advancement upon which it has embarked with such a 
measure of success. 

The present Journal will be conducted on the lines of other similar 
European and American publications. The liteiury aspect will be main- ^ 
tained as high as is compatible with a work of this kind: scientific achieve¬ 
ment being its first consideration. It will strive at technical correctness, 
avoiding, as far as possible, the dry and uniuterGsting style usually 
adopted in such cases. Ita columns will be open to all students of the 
two sister pm'suits: Numismatics B.r\Q. ]?hilately. Signed contributions 
on thesS two subjects will be cordially welcomed. The views fearlessly 
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expressed, can then be upheld by the coutiibutors themselves. It 
will be our endeavour to publish in Jupan an up to date periodical, 
relying entirely on its own merits, fitted to stand, side by side, with its 
two sister publications, the Journals of the Archeological and Anthro¬ 
pological Societies of Tokyo. It will be our constant aim to elevate 
Numismatics in Japan to a position equal to that occupied to-day by 
Archeology and Anthi-opology. We wish to revert back to the times of 
the golden age of numismatic reseamh and leau-ning so ably exposed a 
few years back by the Dai Nihon Kwahsi Kenkiu Kai Dzoesbi 

^ which such zealous and advanced stiideulsi as 
Dr, Euomoto Messm. Mikami (H_h) Nakagawa (4> Jll) 

contributed to so large an extent. 

The Philatolic side of the question will receive no less careful and 
considered attention, which it deserves. Our efforts m this clirectioir will 
be so concenti'afed as to obtain results which will reflect due credit on 
the country which name it hears. The want of such a publication is an 
imperative requirement, hitherto laclring. As no other independent 
periodical exclusively dedicated to the goddess Tbilatelia has yet been 
seen in the Far East, we consider that the present undertaking, although 
modest in every resi^ecb, has a claim to be welcomed by all earn^t stamp 
collectors and students of philatelic learning. Our task, we recognise, is 
a heavy one, bub we hope to rely on the support, goodwill and forbear¬ 
ance of our reader's. Suggestions and any advice tending to make the 
Journal popular and useful, so as to belter fulfil its appointed mission, 
will be ■wdeomed and appreciated by the editor. 


Although Tho Numismatic and Philatelic Journal of Japan deals 
mainly with coins and stamps of the Far East, its circulation is in no 
Avise limited to the countries of the Extreme Orient, but covers the entire 
world. Add to this considei-ation that the advertisements can be made 
up iu two languages at the same time (without any extra charge), then 
the manifest advantages as an advertising inediuin are at once apparent. 
It is the only paper that can bring the collectors and dealers of the East 
and West in touch with each other. 
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THE WEIRD NEW STAMP FOR TIBET. 

Postage Stajips fou the Forbidden City. 
The Proposed New Stamp of the Dalai Lama. 
One of the most curious exhibits at the Eoyal 
Hovlicultui-al Hall, London—where the Jubilee In¬ 
ternational Stamp Exhibition, 1012, was held,—was 
the first stamp of the Dalai Lama's government to 
reach that couuti'y. The exhibit shows a complete 
sheet, the first and only one known to have reached 
collectors. Tire stamps are crude productions, follow¬ 
ing (at a disteuce) the designs of the Indiau stamps 
but with the mysterious white lion of Tibet as the centr'al device. 

The present movements of the Dalai Lama, like the personality of 
the divine ruler of Tibet, are “ wropt in mystery." It is generally supposed 
that he is not far distant from the Forbidden City of Lhasa, and on his 
ambitions a gleam of light is shed by a ruddy purple stamp of which one 
sheet has reached England. The stamp has been prepared by the Dalai 
Lama’s goverumenk apparently iir anticipation of his return to rule the 
land of the Lainas, and it provides one of those philatelic emissions, 
unusual iu these days of univer'sal postage, which may attain to really 
considerable rarity aird value. 

The stamp is very crudely designed, and just as crudely printed, 
yet it Ireors truces of the Dalai Lama's recent long r'esidence within the 
guardian Empire of India, If h.-is evidently druwn its fruine and 
spandiul ornamentation from the same value of the Edwardian 1 auna 
stamp of India. In the place of the central portrait, however, there is the 
mysterious looking beast ideirtified os the white lion of Tibet. Possibly by 
an error of drawing the white lion is shewn in colour on a white ground. 

The inscriptions ai-e in native and English characters, the latter 
reading “ Tibet-Postage.” The native characters ate interpreted os (at 
top] POD—Tibet, SHUNG—Government; (below)YIG—^letter,THB- 
HU—postage or stamp, KHA—auna, KANG—one, 

The entire sheet comprising twelve stamps has emanated from the 
very highest quarters in Tibet, and no doubts of its authenticity are 
entertained .—The Stamp Lover.
